3. The problem that the present invention is intended

The solution to this problem, as proposed in claim 
1 of the present application, is considered to 
involve an inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)) for 
the following reasons: 

The prior art described in Dl to D3 proposes to 
make the communication window either by ablating 
the coating or by masking the window when the 
coating is deposited. 

Neither Dl to D3 nor the other prior art documents 
cited in the description disclose or suggest the 
solution to the technical problem, as proposed in 
the present application, namely providing an 
electrically conductive overlay and connecting 
said overlay to the other electrically conductive 
element .
